22,394 BUCKS 
KILLED IN '29 


Largest Legal Kill Reported 
In History Of Pennsylvania 
Game Commission. 


The largest legal kill of male deer 
in the history of the state game 
i commission occurred during the 1929 
hunting season 
reports of district 
supervisors of the game commission 
at a meeting held Monday indi- 
' cated. 
A total of 22,394 bucks were 
shot by hunters in sixty-one of the 
sixty-seven counties of the state. 
from December 2 to 14, inclusive 
W ith the subm itting of complete re- 
j ports the total may go higher than 
the total bag of does of 25.097, last 
! year. 
According to the game commission 
officials deer were seen in every one 
of the sixty-seven counties of the 
state this year. as compared with 
the sighting of deer in only fiity- 
four counties last year. 
The six 
counties where deer were not shot 
this year are: 
Erie, Philadelphia, j 
Delaware, 
Montgomery. 
M ontour 
and W ashington counties. 
( 
A total of 408 bears were killed 
j this year as against 427 shot 
in 
1928. 
Twelve elk were shot. dou­ 
bling the 1928 bag. 
The commission said that from 
all reports received there seem to 
have been a good number of does 
noticed in the 
woodlands despite 
the heavy kill of 1928. 
The bucks 
shot this year were large in size, 
* this being attributed to the protec- * 
, tion afforded them last year. 
Violations of game luws were re-) 
ported lower this year 
than 
for 
many seasons. 
The supervisors also reported th a t 
t there was a splendid increasc in 
grouse noted generally tot the state. 
Providing the birds obtain food this 
winter, there is no influx of gos­ 
hawks from the North, and there is 
; a good breaking season, it is pos­ 
sible th at grouse may be legal game 
next year, the game commission of­ 
ficials said.

Mane Are Eligible 
Gold S tar Mothers, soldiers' wid­ 
ows 
who 
have 
not 
re-m arried, 
daughters, sisters and other close 
woman relatives and guardians are 
eligible to make 
the 
pilgrimages 
wh’ch will take place in 1930 and 
1931 with the United States govern­ 
ment paying all expenses. 
Others

Of 11.440 m others pronounced eli­ 
gible for the trip, 6.730 have a n ­ 
nounced th a t they will go in 1930 
and 5,323 more will go in 1931. The 
War Departm ent estimates that the 
trip will cost the government $840 
for each traveler, and that the total 
cast will run to about $5,653,000 
By perm itting tile bodies of their 
loved ones to rem ain in the perm a­ 
nent American M ilitary cemeteries 
in Europe, these Oold Star Mothers 
and others relieved the government 
of the expense of returning them to 
their homes lor burial, and the gov­ 
ernm ent feels that it owes it to 
these relatives to give them an op­ 
portunity to visit the graves in far­ 
away lands.

mothers in obtaining transporta­ 
tion, in securing passports and en­
